regular tquares, six parallel streets run- 
ling in the direction of the length of the 
gland and seven at right angles. The 
houses are eJoAtljf and compactly built of 
brick, usually of two stories, stuccoed on 
the. outside and painted in h variety of 
colors. The upper tt jors are occupied by 

ground lliors, almost without exception, 
are given up to negroes and the poorer 
clat-s, who crowd upon one another in 
the most appalling mauinr. The popu- 
lation within the walls is estimated at 
I, and most of it lives on the ground 
floor, where everything reeks with filth, 
and conditions are most unsanitary. 
The eutire population depends upon rain 
water vanght upon the flit roots of the 
buildings aud couducte i to the cistern, 
which occupies the greater part of the 
inner courtyard, while vaults occupy 
whatever remaining space there mav be 
in the patios. 

Epidemics are frequent, and the town 
isalive'with vermin, Hias, cockroaches, 
mosquitoes and dogs. The streets are 
wider than in the older part of Havana, 
and will admit two carriages abreast. 
They are swept once a day by hand, and 
are kept cleau. The soil under the city 
furnishes a good natural druiuage. The 
trade wind blows Btrong aud fresh, and 
through the harbor runs a stream of sea 
water at a speed of not less than three 
miles an hour With these conditions, 
no contagious diseases, if properly taken 
care of, could exist. 

There are several small euburbs with- 
out the walled city, and the total popu- 



There ia but little 
that of small importance. The Standard 
Oil Company has a small refinery aud 
there is an electric light plant. The 
climate is warm, and except for three 
months agreeable. There are audden 
changes and much lung trouble, especi- 
ally among the natives. 

Ponce is the second city of importance. 
It is situated on the south coast, about 
two miles from seaboard, and has a pop- 
ulation of about Io.oqo It is the 
reaidence of the military commander 
and the seat of an official Chamber of 
Commerce.

HOW BATTERIES ARE MANNED. 



Ft. Hancock, N. Y., July 24, sV- 
Dkak Ei»iToa:-Have contemplated writ-

To beginat the begiunig will go back to 
the recruiting office at Chicago where 1 
the 14th day of April and the 
next day boarded the train and was soon 
the Erie Kail road enroutn 
to Ft Hamilton, N. Y. where I 
destined to begin service for Uncle Sam 
private soldier.

For miles we run 
parallel! with the Erie canal which is 
noted for its length and alter a tiresome 
ride of twenty-nine hours it is quite a 
f to hear the hrakeinnn shout "all 
out for Jersey City." 

Having arrived at Ft. Hamilton I was 
assigned to battery M of the 0th artillery 
which is one of the two new regiments 
were formed on the eve o( the war. 
regiment is scattered to all parts ol 
the country. Three battenea at Ft. Mc 
Henry, two at Santiago, one at Ft. Wads- 
worth, two on the way to Manilla and 
one at Ft. Hancock. The latter battery 
M to which I belong Inn charge of the 
twelve inch motor battery and also dyua 
mite guua. 

Our battery is divided into detach- 
ments of twelve men, ten canuoneers, a 
gunner and the chiel of the detachment 
Twelve is the number required to man 
our gun.

My 
battery number is :vj and detachment 
number 0 We drill three hours a day, 
from 7 a. in. lo 8 and Irom 0 to 11 and in 
the afternoon we clean the motors which 
takes about an hour. At the present we 
drill the first hour alternately on the 
motors and with rities. We havi

On Monday of last week the hearts of 
an invalid mother and an aged father 
were made joyons by the receipt of a 
letter from their soldier eon whom they 
feared was dead or sick at Santiago de 
Cuba. 

The mother and lather were Mr. and 
Mrs Ulrich Farber and to aay that they 
were overjoyed on hearing from their 
boy, puts it mild. 

The letter was written on a soiled aud 
worn envelope, in pencil, at Santiago de 
Cuba, July 16, and ia as follows : 

"Diar Motiikh :— No doubt you will 
be surprised at hearing from me. I am 
still living and hope I can continue to. 
I have had eome hard times since I left 
the States. I have already participated 
in three battles in each oi which 1 was 
under fire continuously. I waa with 
Ceneral Bates' division snd, ss you can 
see in the papers, 1 passed through a 
baptism of fire. Everything is quiet here 
now, the entire province of Santiago 
having surrendered, giving us 2:1,000 
prisoners This, I sin satisfied, is the 
hardest blow that will have been struck 
to Spain, and I look to see her give up 
the struggle. 

"We marched twelve miles through 
mud and jungle to re-inforce the Twenty- 
Fifth infantry in the fight of July 1 We 
started into the battle at eleven o'clock 
and fought until 8, when we got supper, 
after which we marched all night to re- 
inforce the left flank of Bates' division.
